Latest Chapter in the Saga of the SWCS 
Medal 


Bob Zmija updated members on 
recent developments towards the minting of 
the first SWCS medal. If you take a look 
back into your previous issues of this 
bulletin you can see how long this project 
has been under development and how much 
work has gone into it. However, it seems 
that economics will make up our minds from 
here. Recently, four proposed designs were 
sent to the organization who would mint the 
medals. They returned a quotation for each 
of the designs. The Wellington Museum 
design would be the most affordable (and 
we all seemed to like this one anyway). The 
price which the medals would sell for is still 
just speculation and will depend primarily 
on the amount that will be purchased. Bob 
estimated that the bronze strikes will sell for 
$10, gold plated for $11 and the silver for 
$35 (1 oz of silver). We can all help out by 
letting Bob know what we will commit to 
buying. It is important to note that the 
collecting of club medals is booming. With 
these medals being the first issued by the 
SWCS they are sure to be sought after.

September’s Main Event: A Scott 
Douglas Presentation on Numismatic 
Literature. 


Scott gave us a taste of some of the 
material you might find in a collection of 
numismatic literature as well as the value of 
the information you would in it. Scott 
coaxed us by suggesting that a decent library 
could be collected for a small price but also 
issued a warning that starting such a 
collection can be highly addictive. Books of 
which there are only six known are much 
cheaper than coins of which there are only 
six known. 
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Scott clearly expressed the value of what 
many of us may perceive as outdated 
material. To begin with, some of the 
publications are themselves relatively scarce 
and valuable. What is of more value is the 
information that can be drawn from them. 
These texts often hide information that has not 
shown up elsewhere. For example, there have 
been books that have clearly documented 
varieties which have not shown up in the 
Charlton publications and collectors don’t 
know about. How many of us knew of the 
variety of ‘46 dime without the H? 
Numismatic literature can also take the form 
of auction lists. Again, old issues of these can 
be valuable to a numismatist in judging the 
value and availability of a piece. Scott stressed 
that ‘knowledge is power’. Knowing as much 
as you can about a piece before you buy it is 
certainly in your best interest. Again, Scott 
offered to help out anyone looking for some 
literature and informed us that the CNA, ANA 
and ONA all have circulating libraries. Many 
thanks Scott. 


September’s Auction 


Again Scott put together another 
interesting and diverse set of pieces for the 
auction. Our auctioneer, Tony Zmija managed 
sell all but a handful of the lots. This month, 
there was spirited bidding for the ‘21 quarter 
and a lot of interest in the ‘92 USA Proof 
Silver Eagle. Again some family feuds 
erupted; we even had spouses bidding against 
each other.
